Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants' election of Group II-A, Claims 17-34, filed on 9/02/05 and interviewed on 
7/03/06 is acknowledged. 

The Restriction mailed on 5/23/06 has been carefully reviewed and is held to be proper.
